VITAL STATISTICS DISCUSSED 


the meeting November 25, 1871, long discus- 
sion registration marriages, births and deaths 
which regret was expressed that little 
interest was manifested this subject. act was 
drafted that year; however, provide for registry 
and return births, marriages and deaths, and for 
establishing local boards health and for other sani- 
tary purposes. Discussions were held relative the

years, however, before some these recommendations 
were enacted the law. 


LOGAN REORGANIZES MEDICAL SOCIETY 
Coincidently with the organization the California 
State Board Health, Dr. Logan revived the Cali- 
fornia State Medical Society which had been quiescent 
for the preceding decade. was elected president 
the society 1870, rejuvenating the organization 
and establishing upon basis that has become per- 
manent. 
the meeting the American Medical Association 
held Philadelphia 1872, Dr. Logan was elected 
the association and, when presiding its 
executive the St. Louis meeting 1873, discussed 
medical education and State medicine. 
advocate for the organization Federal board 
health and prepared bill for Congress establish 
national sanitary bureau Washington. made 
many trips Europe, spending many months visiting 
medical institutions France, England and Germany. 
was President the Agassiz Institute Sacra- 
Meteorologist the State Agricultural Society 
California and honorary member the Imperial 
Botanical and Zoological Society Vienna. Through- 
out his service Secretary the California State 
Board Health was active endeavoring put 
teeth into the public health laws the State. 


1876, Dr. Logan was most active his efforts 
strengthen the public health laws California. 
attended many the committee meetings the Legis- 
lature and overworked his zeal develop public 
health activities throughout the State. contracted 
pneumonia and died February 13th. 

was vestryman Grace Episcopal Church. 
was then located the corner Eighth and Streets. 
His funeral was attended the Governor, members 
the Legislature, the mayor the city and representa- 
tives various fraternal orders. The clergyman, 
his eulogy, said, ‘‘He was physician, and who shall 
say was not called God that following 
much any priest the preaching the gospel 
Everything that bore his calling and its ennobling 
influence was sacred him. All the powers his 
mind were given his profession. His being was 
wholly given his Inducements without num- 
ber, temptations most alluring were before him 
desert it. was here land teeming with wealth, 
day when all men turned gathering the gold, 
but never for moment did give his profession 
and follow after other things. All honor our departed 
brother who missed ten thousand temptations, stood 
the last hour loyal his sublime age 
when men, women and even little children are tempted 
and yield their hearts and their affections often 
the gathering money, all honor such loyal 
brother who was not led away from his noble devotion 
the study his fellows for their benefit and that 
the whole human race. While reflect upon his 
labors for good, his pursuit science, his love 
for his fellow men, let not forget his simple good 
deeds and his kind acts man among us, those things 
which with the greater make the crowning 
glory life—character, character which above 
medicine, above all 


“WHO WILL FILL DR. LOGAN’S PLACE?”

VITAL STATISTICS LEGISLATION PENDING 


Senate Bill 248, Judah. This bill removes from the 
present delayed birth registration law the requirement 
that duplicate application mailed the district 
attorney the county which the birth occurred. 
Experience has shown that the submission the dupli- 
the district attorney produces results and 
only adds the bill also removes the re- 
quirement that the application held for days fol- 
lowing its return the district attorney. The elimi- 
nation these requirements will facilitate the opera- 
tion the delayed registration birth law. 


Senate Bill 375, Judah. Those sections the code 
that deal with the-establishment facts death, birth 
and marriage now require that copies the court 
orders with certificates attached sent the local 
registrar, the county recorder, and the State. The 
order, with attached, that filed with the 
local registrar the district within which the event 
oceurred, the only original certificate those sent 
the State and the county recorder are only confirma- 
tory copies. Unfortunately, many attorneys send but 
single copy the court order the State, the 
county recorder, and result many these events 
are not registered. This bill provides that copy shall 
sent the State Bureau Vital only, 
which bureau shall send copies the local registrar 
concerned and the county recorder. This makes the 
procedure identical with that delayed birth regis- 
tration and makes for uniformity procedure. 


Senate Bill 478, Judah. This bill amends the present 
law make the issuance short forms birth 
and death permissible rather than manda- 
tory. enables the local registrar and county 
issue simple certificates that provide only informa- 
tion pertaining identification, eliminating the inti- 
mate, personal data that are uncalled for the pro- 
vision information for identification purposes. 


Senate Bill 933, Judah. This bill provides that the 
county recorder shall receive fee for each de- 
layed birth registration certificate filed his county, 
rather than the local registrar. Since most the 
county recorders provide extensive assistance appli- 
for delayed registration, seems only fair that 
they should receive the fee that the bill provides for. 


Senate Bill 579, Burns and Collier. happens quite 
often that cremated remains, and sometimes dead 
bodies, are shipped into California express other 
means transportation and are interred without the 
issuance burial permits the local registrar. This 
section the code designed make the issuance 
burial permits mandatory all such 


Senate Bill 580, Burns. There increasing de- 
mand for state-wide statistical material pertaining 
the issuance and annulments.

OXIDES NITROGEN FROM PICKLING 
TANKS 


Pickling tanks containing nitric and acid 
are use today for removing scale from stainless steel 
and welded parts, the usual strengths acid being 
per cent acid and from per cent per cent 
acid. Pickling operations such 
tanks involve the hazard dangerous concentrations 
acid mists, which are common all pickling tank 


operations; but this two new types 


are present—the first the fact that the acid mist 
which formed contains acid which 
more serious respiratory hazard than acid. 
Surface skin burns resulting from splash with hydro- 
acid must also given special consideration. 
The second new factor the fact that nitric acid the 
presence organic materials decomposes with the 
liberation the gaseous oxides nitrogen. Since 
wooden racks for holding the material pickled are 
commonly used, this reaction may produce extremely 
dangerous quantities these gases. one instance 
during the past month, potential exposures the oper- 
ator oxides nitrogen were found high 
1600 parts per million. 
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REGIONAL SEWAGE DISPOSAL ADVANCING 


Evidence the trend meet sanitation problems 
large regional way seen the action the board 
supervisors Napa County and Santa Clara Coun- 
finance study metropolitan sewage disposal 
the Napa area, and the densely built portion 
Santa Clara County roughly outlined Los Gatos, 
San Jose, Los Altos and Mountain View. The depart- 
ment has long advocated this regional approach 
sanitation problems metropolitan areas and glad 
note that the public coming that sound view. 
will greatly simplify the increasingly difficult prob- 
lem finding sites for sewage disposal which not 
offend hurt the neighborhood. 


RESTAURANTS ARE CLEANER 


The enforcement sanitary standards restau- 
rants northern California was continued large 
seale during the past month. Seventy-nine restaurants, 
grocery stores, meat markets and other food 
handling establishments were inspected Butte, 
Colusa, Glenn, Tehama, and Siskiyou counties. 

Retail butcher comply fully 
with other food handlers 
water and hand washing commonly encoun- 
tered. 


HONEY EXTRACTING PLANTS INSPECTED 


Last month honey extracting plants northern 
California were inspected. None them could pass 
the minimum sanitary standards for food handling 
establishments enforced this Department. 

None the rooms used for the procedure were 
finished painted and many had dirt floors. Coopera- 
tion the operators was given, however, and cer- 
tain that these plants will conducted more sani- 
tary fashion than heretofore. 


BLINDNESS THE NEWBORN 


During the month November, the Division 
Laboratories distributed 4,443 ampules silver nitrate 
hospitals and health departments the State for 
use the prevention blindness the newborn. 
With the assistance the sulfa drugs, blindness the 
newborn, result gonorrhea, has been practically 
eliminated. This example great hazard the 
newborn which, through the application scientific 
knowledge, has been almost eliminated. 
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FEDERAL HOUSING ADMINISTRATION ISSUES 
RURAL WATER SUPPLY STANDARDS 


During December the F.H.P.A. issued new stand- 
ards for sanitation water supplies for rural homes 
which may the administration. The 
standards were the subject several conferences 
the department and the housing administration during 
1944. The various local health authorities throughout 
the State will largely responsible for applying these 
standards throughout their respective territories. 


DISPOSAL DRIED FRUIT OFFERS 
PROBLEMS 


The disposal off-grade substandard dried fruit 
becomes increasingly important because the volume 
growing, due the fact that the Government, which 
the principal buyer, has set definite grade standards 
and will not accept fruit below those standards. There 
are two sorts off-grade substandard dried fruit, 
(1) that which off-grade under natural conditions, 
delivered the grower after preliminary sorting and, 
(2) packing house pick-outs, sorted either before 
after processing the packing house. Every packer 
has amassed considerable amount this substandard 
material. 

There using for spirits for there 
longer the demand for this product used 
blending distilled spirits. The prewar export market 
which formerly took much this material 
Prices involved make difficult use the material for 
stock food. There remains only the byproduct manu- 
facture syrup, juice and paste which hindered 
greatly because the scarcity sugar. 

The control such difficult because 
the tremendous inventories raw material hand. 
suspected that unfit raw material has entered into the 
composition these products. The lack personnel 
makes inspection difficult. Nevertheless, one packing 
plant more than tons prunes and almost ton 
figs were quarantined because infestation, mold, dirt 
and deeay. another plant, almost tons off- 
grade prunes, tons apricots and tons peaches 
were quarantined because they were off-grade con- 
dition. More than 75,000 pounds dried apples were 
added the enormous stock pile this product that 
has been quarantined. Nevertheless, the total amount 
dried apples quarantine less than half the 
quantity that was restrained last year. This due 
the small local crop, lowering acceptable grades, 
and the importation about 300 carloads out-of- 
state apples for drying which were orchard run, not 
packinghouse culls, with light worm damage similar 
defects. 
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CARBONATED BEVERAGES MUST CONFORM 
LEGAL PROVISIONS 


The war has brought many problems related 
enforcement food and drug laws. The department 
will not tolerate gross violations the laws spite 
the The sale mislabeled unlabeled 
carbonated beverages providing particularly aggra- 
vating problems this time. The provision bottle 
crowns bearing accurate labels and information well 
proper containers particularly difficult this 
time. establishment Los Angeles which had been 
warned previously several occasions regarding 
illegal practices the manufacture and sale carbon- 
ated beverages was prosecuted during the month 
January. This firm was charged with the sale soda 
water containing filth, bearing label, and being pre- 
pared under insanitary conditions. The original plea 
‘‘not guilty’’ was changed the de- 
fendants and probation has been requested.

Among the 
topics were the school health program, hear- 
ing conservation, the crippled children and rheumatic 
fever programs, and standards for maternity hospitals 
and homes. Miss Bernice Moss, Consultant School 
Health Education, discussing the school health edu- 
program and the work the consultant and 
bureau staff, envisaged two lines activities: (1) 
Work with public health personnel help them see

(2) work with school administrators and teachers 
stimulate and guide them the development and im- 
provement their health education programs.

HOSPITALIZATION VENEREAL 
DISEASE CASES 


Arrangements have been made through number 
county hospitals and local health departments 
Northern California accept primary, secondary, and 
early latent syphilis cases for hospitalization and treat- 
ment with penicillin. 

the present time seven county hospitals are treat- 
ing such cases, and approximately other hospitals 
have indicated their willingness proceed along these 
lines, using the eight-day pencillin method. 

The Placer County Board Supervisors voted 
furnish space for venereal disease clinic Auburn. 
This will charge Army medical officer until 
other arrangements can made.

INFECTIOUS JAUNDICE THE FOOTHILLS 


Thirty-seven cases infectious jaundice occurred 
last month the foothill county Dorado. Two 
outbreaks were reported, one cases and the other 
cases. The exact cause this disease unknown. 
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VENEREAL DISEASE CONTACTS DIFFICULT 
LOCATE 


During the first months 1944, per cent 
all completed venereal disease contact investigations 
were closed because inability locate such contacts. 
Comparative figures show significant difference 
between northern and southern California the num- 
ber investigations which the contact was not 
found. The Navy reported larger number contacts 
than any reporting agency, but had greater per- 
centage, 71.6 per cent, unlocated contacts than any 
other agency. 

throughout the State, and the Army, report 
approximately the same number contacts, but 52.5 
per cent the army contacts were not located, while 
information from failed locate 39.4 per cent 
reported contacts. Without sufficient information 

locate such persons, the case-finding efforts the 
health departments are lost. 

The percentage contacts found infected among 
those examined California during the first seven 
months 1944 was per cent. may assumed, 
therefore, that half more unlocated contacts are 
infected and that during 10-month period, through- 
out the State, more than 7,800 venereally infected 
persons were not found. This confirms the importance 
case-finding activities and the need for more reliable 
information, particularly from agencies which 
not have experienced investigators. 
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STUDY BLOOD BANKS 


The department during December gave further 
study problems connection with blood banks. 
Visits were made number such depositories 
throughout the State where information relative 
their administration and cost operation was 
lated. Applications for licenses conduct blood banks 
were received from institution San and 
another Berkeley. Investigation each these 
banks was made and suggestions given for changes 
that would necessary order comply with the 
regulations the board.

PENICILLIN TREATMENT SYPHILIS 
EXTENDED 


During December members the departmental 
staff visited counties the State where arrange- 
ments were made for such counties accept early 
syphilis cases for penicillin treatment the eight-day 
regime and gonorrhea cases the 24-hour regime, 
whenever necessary. 

believed that during December more than 100 
syphilis and gonorrhea received the penicillin 
treatment these counties. Furthermore, arrange- 
ments have been made for three counties distribute 
penicillin private physicians cost. hoped 
that through such distribution many more cases 
gonorrhea will treated with penicillin. 

the plan produces satisfactory results, provided 
that sufficient amounts penicillin are available, all 
counties the State will granted the privilege 
making penicillin available all private physicians 
who may desire it. 


GLAND PRODUCTS 


The study gland products being manufactured 
and distributed throughout the State was continued 
the department during December. Many manu- 
facturing and distributing plants were inspected, and 
would seem apparent that there are many variations 
the Biologics Act and that will necessary 
curtail the illegal manufacture and distribution 
these products. 


RODENT CONTROL 


-Investigations the Bureau Sanitary Inspections 
indicate that the rodent situation continues grow 
worse. This the result lack personnel local 
rodent control organizations, garbage collection units, 
and the great increase chicken and rabbit raising 
suburban areas, which always attracts rodents be- 
the available food. 

The increase rats, especially the heavily popu- 
lated centers, distinct menace, and the Bureau 
Sanitary Inspections devoting increasing amount 
time these aspects the program. New methods 
for the elimination rodents have been worked out 
and control crews are going from area area demon- 
strate these new methods the local crews which have 
the responsibility. 

While plague has been much less common the wild 
rodent during the past year, typhus fever has increased 
both rodents and humans, and essential that 
rodents controlled. 
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HYDROGEN SULFIDE NUISANCE 


Complaints from residents neighborhoods have 
been received relative the possible hazardous con- 
centrations hydrogen sulfide organic sulphur 
the atmosphere emanating from certain industrial 
plants. one instance lead base paint buildings 
the area was found show evidence blackening. 
was thought first that the gasses came from plant 
producing acetylene from Other causes were 
conjectured until the laboratory was determined 
that hydrogen sulfide some other sulfide was actually 
produced the action the carbide with distilled 
water. 

While the concentrations involved the complaints 
were not sufficient constitute actual health hazards, 
they were undoubtedly responsible for troublesome 
nuisance. 


VOLUME LABORATORY EXAMINATIONS 
GREAT 


The laboratories the State Department Public 
Health report examinations for the month November 
totaling 44,092 these the majority 24,403 were for 
the diagnosis syphilis. The laboratories play large 
role the control communicable diseases assist- 
ing physicians and health departments diagnosis. 
Diphtheria, tuberculosis, gonorrhea, rabies, typhoid, 
para-typhoid, food poisoning, dysentery, plague, undu- 
lant fever, typhus fever and tularemia were among the 
conditions for which tests were run during the month 
November. 


MOSQUITO CONTROL 


The State Department Sanitary Engineering has 
worked closely with the University California the 
development short course mosquito control and 
abatement. This course, given during the month 
December, designed acquaint employees, and 
prospective employees mosquito abatement districts 
with recent advances mosquito control. 

The danger the introduction Japanese type 
encephalitis makes absolutely essential that every 
effort made control not only Anopheles Freeborni, 
but some other types mosquitoes found the State 
California.

The trend diphtheria upward. There were 
1,219 cases reported 1944 with 1,167 
reported 1943. This the greatest number 
eases reported California during single year 
since 1939, when 1,314 cases were reported. 

The years 1940, 1941, and 1942 brought greatty 
reduced numbers cases, when 893, 763, and 882 
cases, respectively, were reported throughout the State.
